Part of Paper No. 1 1 
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1 . Applicants in response to examiner's restriction by electing Group I, claims 1-8 of 
the invention without traverse. Accordingly, the restriction requirement is hereby made 
Final. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1, 3, 6, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either JP 6-320,245 or JP 6-304,727 for the same reasons as set forth in the last office 
action. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed April 29, 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In page 6, second complete paragraph of the remarks, applicants stated that 
both prior art methods only disclose triggering of corrective measures in 
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response to detecting that the heat flux is within the critical range. Applicants 
further stated that this has nothing to do with the concept of present invention 
which based on the known optimal heat flux density or the known maximum 
surface temperature, the operating parameters, i.e. cooling water quantity, 
casting speed, and/or casting powder, are adjusted in order to thereby control the 
best casting mold load for optimal slab surface formation. 

However, according to equation (1 ) of each of the prior art references, the 
optimal heat flux Q is adjusted, through adjusting cooling water flow, such that Q 
value falls between the values of (0.44 Vc 2 - 0.592Vc + 1 .567) and (0.43 Vc 2 - 
0.566Vc + 2.029) and thereby prevent surface flaw as well as breakout from 
occurring. Thus, the cited prior art references do discloses the features as 
claimed.
